“ O ur'neighboring town of Harrison 
was the scene ¡of an a w fu l, calam ity 
last F rid ay when three little children 
were burned to death. 
r. “ Three prattling babes, the children 
of Charles Weusthorn, 
of Harrison, 
O , were burned to death by the ex 
plosion of a gasoline stove in the k itch ­ 
en of their home in that village, F r i­ 
day m orning. 
While playing on the 
floor of the room they pulled the stove 
over on them, the gasoline tank burst 
and the volatile fluid, spreading over 
the floor, enveloping the room and the 
innocent victim s in a mass of flames 
Mrs. Weusthorn, 
who stopped out 
into the yard for a moment, returned 
and was unable to make her way into 
the room 
She saw her babies lving 
on the floor with the red flames curling 
around their forms. 
With an agon iz­ 
ed shriek 
she ran from the house, 
scream ing, “ O, my G o d ! My 
God ! 
m y children !” 
Her cries 
were heard by 
Albert 
Denny, 
whose home is opposite on 
State street. 
Denny rushed [ into the 
blazing Fiouse. but was unable to make 
his way iDto the kitchen. 
The lire 
departm ent was called and the flames 
soon subdued but too late to save the 
lives of the children. 
Tenderly the little forms were lifted 
from the floor and carried into the 
yard. 
Cecelia, aged two, 
was dead, 
but moans from V ictor, five, and F ran ­ 
cis, three, showed that they were still 
alive. 
E very thing possible was done 
for them by the physicians who had 
hurried to the house, but the children 
died w ithin fifteen m inutes after they 
had been taken from the blazing k itch ­ 
en. 
The grief of the distracted mother 
was heart-rending. 
She cried 
p iti­ 
fu lly and reproached herself that she 
had left her children alone. 
She was 
taken to the home of a neighbor aud 
was not perm itted to see the charred 
and blackened 
bodies of her loved 
ones. 
Mrs. 
W eusthorn’s clothing caught 
on fire when she tried to fight her way 
through the flames, 
and 
she 
was 
severely 
burned on the arms. 
She 
succeeded in reaching Cecelia, the lit ­ 
tle g irl ami clasped the baby in her 
arms. 
F ran tic w ith fear and grief, 
she placed the baby on the floor ami ran 
scream ing from the house for help. 
The child burned 
to death w ith its 
brothers w hile she was gon e.” 


F ire was discovered in the hay loft 
of the large barn on the farm 
of 
Pleasant A. 
Newhouse, tour

Owners and drivers of autom obiles 
who are disposed to feel that they own 
the earth w hen on the highw ay w ill 
do w ell to remember the law govern­ 
ing their condnct on the road. 
For 
the benefit of all concerned it is deem ­ 
ed w ell to again call attention 
to 
the law w hich is as fo llo w s: 
M otor vehicles shall not be operated 
fast enough to endanger lif 3 or lim b 
in any place, and in no event shall 
they be operated faster than 
eight 
miles an hour in the business or th ick ­ 
ly populated portion of a city, nor 
more than fifteen m iles an hour in 
the th inly populuated portion of the 
cities and no more than tw enty miles 
an hour on the country roads. 
AH motor vehicles shall be equipped 
w ith a horn, bell or other approved 
signal and shall opon either m eeting 
or overtaking any horse 
or 
other 
beast of burden on the highw ay give 
proper signal of approach. 
The 
follow in g section nnder the 
head of “ Stop on Sign al H igh wav 
R u les,” is given com plete: 
Sec. 5. That any person or persons 
operating a motor vehicle shall upon 
m eeting any person or persons riding, 
leading or driving a horse, horses, or 
other draft anim als or other farm a n i­ 
mals on anv public highw ay, upon 
request or signal by putting the hand 
from any such person or persons so 
riding, leading or driving any horse, 
horses or other draft anim als or other 
farm anim als (if in sufficient ligh t for 
such signal to be perceptible) im m e­ 
diately bring his motor vehicle to a 
stop and remain stationary as long as 
may be reasonable to allow such horse, 
horses or 
other 
draft anim als, 
or 
other farm anim als to pass; and upon 
overtaking on any 
public highw ay 
any person or persons riding, leading 
or driving a horse, 
horses or other 
draft anim als or other farm animals, 
the operator of any m otor 
vehicle 
when 
signalled 
as above provided 
shall reduce the speed of such motor 
vehicle and before passing shall allow 
reasonable tim e for such anim al to be 
driven or conducted to the side of the 
ro ad : 
Provided, That the driver of 
any horse, horses or other draft a n i­ 
mals or other farm anim als shall, up­ 
on the approach of any motor vehicle, 
drive to the right so as to give to said 
motor vehicle one half the traveled 
portion of the highw ay or street, and 
the operator of any motor vehicle, u p ­ 
on the 
approach 
of any driver of 
horse, horses or other draft anim als or 
other farm anim als, shall drive his 
motor vehicle to the right so as to give 
one-half the traveled portion of the 
highw ay or street to the driver of 
said horse, horses or other animals. 
The law also provides for register­ 
ing machines and assigning numbers 
to each machine, together w ith the 
rules concerning displaying the num ­ 
bers on the machine. 
The fine a t­ 
tached to violation of said section in 
this law is not more than $5 0 before a 
ju stice 
of the peace 
or any other 
court having jurisdiction. 
The fine 
can be applied to the farm er who v io ­ 
lates as w ell as to the autom obile 
owner. 


Catholics all over the world were 
allow ed to eat meat today, by special 
dispensation 
of 
the 
Pope. 
Official 
notice to this effect was received here 
and read in the church last Sunday. 
The granting of this privilege, which 
is one of rare occurrence, is in honor 
of the feast of St. Peter and St. Panl, 
which falls on 
Friday. 
In 
many 
countries this day is still observed as 
a feast day of obligation, on which 
every C atholic is required to attend 
Mass. 
This has been abrogated in this 
country, however, ow ing to industrial 
demands. 
Tliis dispensation is very unusual. 
In a few previous instances, such as 
the occurrence of the feast of Colum ­ 
bus on F rid ay, 
the dispensation has 
been granted. 
When Christm as falls on F rid ay the 
abstinence of the day is never observ­ 
ed. 
The restriction is a law of the 
church only, and it is in the power of 
the ecclesiastical council to say w heth­ 
er it w ill or w ill not be effective.

The new school w ill be run in connec­ 
tion w ith Dr. Sexton’s private hospital 
in this city. 
The object is to teach 
young men and women to become pro- 
fesoon l nurses.

awarded [ at graduation as

The incorporators are Doctors J. C. 
Sexton. Charles Parsons and F. 
H, 
Green. 
The 
capital 
stock is $3 00, 
divided into three shares of 
100 each. 
The term of existence of the school is 
fifty years. 
A ll officers shall be chosen from the 
stockholders on the first M onday in 
Ju ly of each year. 
Dr. 
Sexton is 
m anager for the first year. 


According to the Indianapolis News 
the auditor of State’s office is after the 
so-called 
“ graveyard ” 
insurance 
companies, and after them hard. 
Several days* ago, 
A uditor 
B igler 
received a com m unication from A tto r­ 
ney-General Charles W. M iller to the 
effect that the operation of burial as­ 
sociations wherein assessments were 
made in advance and the accum ulation 
used on the occasion of the death of 
the member, was in conflict w ith the 
insurance law s of the State. 
Copies of this decision were sent 
im m ediately, 
to all 
the prosecutors 
and the undertakers of 
the State. 
Most of the associations quit business, 
follow ing this notice, bat in a num ­ 
ber of instances it was contended that 
exceptions be made where the assess­ 
ments were collected, not in advance, 
but only on the occasion of death of 
members of the association. 
The Auditor re-subm itted the ques­ 
tion, accompanied by a com plete set of 
the papers of the association organized 
under this last plan, and in response 
to this inquiry the Attorney-G eneral 
rendered the additional opinion that 
“ the plan of m aking assessments is a 
distinction only and doe« not consti­ 
tute a legal difference” between the 
tw o classes of association. 
Iu accordance w ith this last decision 
Auditor B igler is now sending out to 
. the prosecutors and the nndertaekrs a 
second letter, advising them that “ the 
business of so-called ‘ burial assoc ia- 
tions’conducted on either plan is in 
conflict w ith the insurance law s of the 
Statefand must be discontinued.” 
Auditor B igler thinks this decision 
w ill be sufficiently sweeping to compel 
every burial insurance companv in the 
State to qnit doing business in this 
State. 
It is understood that the local asso­ 
ciation has notified its members by 
circular that it m ost suspend business. 
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THE SALVATION ARMY 


The M ayor of C incinnati has issued 
an order barring Salvation Arm y las­ 
sies from selling “ War C ries,” and 
solicitin g funds. 
Although it is ad ­ 
m itted they do much good, other sim i­ 
lar societies are dem anding sim ilar 
privilege and so the M ayor has decid­ 
ed to treat all alike and exclude them 
from street privileges.

The se%son is near when the sun­ 
strokes and cases of heat exhaust ion 
are common, and a word of advice 
from a physician as to how to avoid 
the trouble and also on ho'w to treat 
it after it does 
come, 
w ill be of 
interest. 
There are two forms of sunstroke 
The m ildest is that know*» as heat 
exhaustion. 
This m anifests itself in 
the case of people who are overcome 
by heat w ithout being actually sun 
struck 
In this form , the skin is pale, 
cold and clam m y, and the pulse feeble. 
Whiie death 
sometimes results, 
the 
patients under good treatm ent usually 
recover. 
Persons a ffe c te d in this way 
should be removed to a shady spot and 
have their heads and chests flashed 
w ith cold water. 
Spirits of ammonia 
(hartshorn) should be applied to the 
nostrils, and sometimes it is neoeessary 
to adm inister 
sm a ll 
quantities 
of 
stimulants. 
Heat strokes or insolation is the ser­ 
ious form of this trouble aud the one 
to be most carefully guarded against. 
In cases of real insolation, the face 
become purplish, eye« bloodshot, veins 
sw o lle n and corded anti the skin dry 
ami burning to the touch. 
It is not 
alw ays fatal, but many yf those whose 
live* are ever afterw ard invali ds, w ith 
brain power more or less impaired. 
The effect of the sun’s heat seems to 
be most marked on 
the brain and 
spinal m arrow. 
When real insolation 
occurs the brain becomes so heated 
that the human “ heat center” con­ 
trolling the production df bodily heat, 
is affected and the tem perature tises 
from the healthy mark, about 9 8^ to 
as high as 110 degrees, or over, and 
often keeps on rising for some time 
after death. 
The “ heat center” lies 
at the back of the head and should be 
protected from the direct rays of the 
sun. 
Insolation is so dangerous that a 
physician should be called as soon as 
possible. 
W hile w aitin g the doctor’s 
arrival much good can be done and life 
often saved by applications of ice to 
the head and spinal column. It is best 
broken in sm all pieces and placed in 
cloth or rubber bags, but when these 
are not to be had, ice can be placed 
directly about tfr6 head and nook. 
Workmen and others exposed to the 
direct rays of the sun should have 
their heads w ell protected and should 
w ea^w oolen next to the skin. 
A very 
useful precaution is a pad of cotton 
batting or flannel sewed long the back 
of the undergarm ent so as to cover 
and protect the spine. 
Conditions are most favorable for 
attacks of sun stroke in w hat is called 
“ m uggy” weather. 
As long as per­ 
spiration is free people can stand a 
high degree of heat, as the evaporation 
of the m oisture on the body tends to 
cool it. 
B a t in “ m uggy” 
weather 
the excess of hum idity in the atm os­ 
phere checks this evaporation. 
Then, 
when the tem perature of the air ex­ 
ceeds or even nearly approaches the 
normal bodily beat of 
degrees, 
there is trouble. 
People shoul'1 be careful not to ex­ 
pose them selves unnecessarily in hot 
, w eather of any kind, but when the 
conditions are such as here named, 
j they should be extraordinarily careful. 
I*It is w ell to bear in mind the old 
ru les: Keep cool 
as to temper and 
1 your body w ill not get so h o t; avoid 
all alcoholic drinks; eat less 
than 
. usual and more sim p ly; w alk on the 
: *hady side of the street; avoid over 
exertion ; let the air circulate freely 
about the head, either by frequent re- 
! m oval of the hat or by w earing a per­ 
forated head covering. 
Insolation is more far reaching and 
dangerous in itsjits effects than than 
most people realize; therefore, a doc- 


i tor should be called at once to anv 
one w ith the symptoms described as 
* indicating heat stroke or true insola- 
1 tion.
